When the last notes of Saint-Saens’ 
great masterpiece, “Samson and De- 
lilah,” died away last Friday night 
at Chaffey auditorium the audience, 
which packed the place to the doors, 
realized that they had just witnessed 
a masterful performance of extraor- 
dinmary quality. They remained in 
their seats and gayg the chorus, so- 
loists and Director Blakeslee a ver- 
itable ovation. It was an occasion 
long to be remembered. 

From beginning to end the great 
chorus of 190, the splendid orchestra 
and soloists rendered the score with 
a precision and interpretation that 
were at once a revelation and in- 
spiration to the auditors. The dra- 
metic story of Samson has been 
most aptly set to music by the com- 
poser, and it was given with a faith- 
fulness to content and traditton that 
left nothing to be desired. The solo- 
ists were uniformly well received 
and rendered their roles in a style 
worthy of the reputation which had 
preceded their roles. Not alone did 
they manifest the real artists’ cali- 
ber but they also evidenced a splen- 
did spirit of unity and sympathy 
with the chorus, which added greatly 
to the enjoyability of the perform- 
ance.

Those citizens of the Chaffey dis- 
trict who bought Boy-Girl Bonds may 
be interested to know what has so 
far been done to parallel for girls 
the work that was already so well 
started for boys. Therefore’ the 
Board of Directors of the Chaffey 
Community Girls’ Work organization 
wishes to make af brief report. This 
Board numbers fifteen women and 
its members are from all portions of 
the community. The representatives 
from Ontario are# Mrs. William Laid- 
law, President of the Board; Mrs.

The purpose of the organizatien 
as stated in the constitution which 
hag been adopted is ‘‘to promote the 
general welfare of girls in the Chaf- 
fey Community and adjacent terrt- 
tory.” To that end the board has 
met regularly to investigate various 
types of work for girls and to se- 
cure applicants for the position of 
General Secretary. Very fortunately, 
Miss Edith Hanson of Upland has 
been able and willing to act. as 
Secretary temporarily. With her un- 
derstanding the situation and her en- 
thusiasm for the work Miss Hanson 
has accomplished a vast amount of 
organizing in a short time. She has 
met with the girls and mothers in 
practically every portion of the ter- 
ritory to be covered. Freedom of 
choice has been given the girls in 
the kind of organization to be in- 
stalled. In some districts Girl Scouts 
have been chosen, in others a club 
similar to the Service Club of Up- 
land. But everywhere the girls have 
been made to feel that they are a 
part of a large company working 
together for bigger and better ideals 
of womanhood and there has been 
great enthusiasm among them for 
this work. 

The girls have a lot in Barrett 
Canyon, Some improvement will be 
made up on that lot at once, Friends 
of the project have made generous 
gifts of lumber fof tent floors. The 
sirls are hoping thet other friends 
will be willing «6 loan them two 
tents for this year so that they may 
keep their funds thus far collected 
for permanent improvements. Any- 
one who has an idle tent that could 
be spared for the Summer will ren- 
der a very great service by sending 
word of that fact to Miss Hanson. 
A large number of girls should be 
able to use and enjoy their wonder- 
ful playground this Summer, and 
every effort is being made to make 
that possible.

CAPITALISM NOT TO BLAME 
HE Socialists can, without stretch- 
ing the truth, tell a long series of 

tales, each embodying a hard luck 

story, and each almost warranted to 
make the angels weep. It is indeea 
true, as they say, that the majority 
who tread the globe do not get 
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enough to eat. It is true that millions}; SUPERVISORS ARE 


upon millions are doomed to live 
upon a little wheat or a little rice, 
and it is not uncommon for millions 
of Ghinese and Hindus to perish of 
famine when the wheat or rice crop 
has been less bountiful than usual. 
The greater number of people in the 
world have never tasted meat, be- 
cause there is no meat for them. 
Before every one can dine on porter- 
houes steak or roast mutton there 
must be porterhouse steak or mut- 
ton in sufficient quantity to go 
round. But capitalism is not respon- 
sible for the miseries of the poor, it 
is not even respofisible for their hun- 
ger. Capital is only too anxious to be 
shown how this misery can be re- 
lieved. Capital adds to its stock of 
wealth, not by making people miser- 
able, but by satisfying their wants. 

Under Fuedalism almost everybody 
was poor—everybody in fact, except 
a king here and there and a few 
lords. Capitalism has made not a 
few rich, many well-to-do, and the 
rest of us better off-in all the great 
things of life—barring the taste of 
despotic power—than were even the 
lerds and kings of Europe a few cen- 
turies ago. There is only one way 
to cure poverty, and that is not the 
way of socialism. The only way to 
cure poverty is to keep on creating 
wealth, until eventually there Wil be 
a sufficiency for everybody. If we 
would but beat our spears into prun- 
ing hooks and our swords into plow- 
shares, and cease our villainous habit 
of waging war on people much like 
ourselves, most of whom we Would 
like if we knew them, we ought to 
be able to dream dreams and see Vis- 
ions, not only under, but because of 
capitalism.

The Rockefeller Foundation has 
presented a tract of country compris- 
ing 35,000 acres to the State of 
Louisiana. This tract is known as 
the Grand Chenier Wild Life Refuge 
and was purchased in order to pre- 
serve the wild life of the country. A 
eondition of the gift requires that the 
tract shall remain as a_ perpetual 
wild-life preserve. 


EPORTS are now in _ circudation 
that material reductions in cer- 
tain freight rates are planned by 
transcontinental railroads. Permis- 
sion for these reductions by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission seems 


‘assured, and it is probable the new 


schedule will become effective soon 
after July 1. While the proposed re- 
ductions will be of great aid to 
Pacific Coast trade and industries, 
they omer no definite relief to the 
citrus growers, who have been the 
hardest hit by the raise. It is not 
clear why citrus and other fresh 
fruits were not included in the list 
of commodities to be reduced. How- 
ever, it is certain that this is just 
a step in the process of railroad ad- 
justment, following government con- 
trol, which played hob with the lines. 
Before next season's citrus crop is 
harvested it is thought something 
will be done to reduce rates for fresh 
fruits to Eastern ports. 

The foreign citrus fruits which are 
shipped to Atlantic ports come prin- 
cipally from Spain, and sell for much 
less than the California and Florida 
product. However, they are not of 
as good quality as that grown in 
the United States. High rates from 
Southern California to the East 
places local fruit on the market 
there at such high figures that the 
less desirable imported product grows 
in demand. 

The real competitor of California 
in the production of eitrus fruits is 
Florida, which is able to land lemons 
and oranges in New York City for 
only a fraction of the freight cost 
from this coast. Surely, some relief 
is necessary.

TO BE COMMENDED 

The Facts desires to strongly com- 
mend thé members of the Board of 
Supervisors of the county, commend 
them officially as a board and as in- 
dividuals, for the stand they have 
taken for economy in administration 
of the affairs of the county. 

Of course, the editor of this paper 
pretends to no large knowledge of ex- 
penditures, but he has been able to 
gee a number of places where the 
board could easily have yielded to 
the pressure ami allowed the spend- 
ing of very considerable sums of 
money and could probably have jus- 
tified that expenditure in their indi- 
vidual minds and in the minds of 
some of the people. 

But with a fine sense of necessi- 
ties for_ curbing expenditures, of 
holding down expenses for the 
county just as they would do as in- 
dividuals, the supervisors have de- 
cided that there are many things we 
can get along without, very well; 
and that a low rate is more to be 
desired than the advantages to come 
from free spending. 

In such an attitude they will un- 
doubtedly have the support of the 
people. This is a time for retrench- 
ment on the part of county and mu- 
nicipal authorities. It should have 
been on the part of State authori- 
ties. Unforttmately, the Legislature 
did not view with alarm present eco- 
nomic conditions, or at least “passed 
the buck” to the Governor. 

Anyway, the supervisors sense the 
situation. They are responsive to the 
wishes of their constituents. Let us 
give them credit for it. We do not 
hesitate to knock when opportunity 
offers, at any of our officials.’ Why 
not give them a glad hand once in a 
while, when they especially deserve 
it?—Redlands Facts.

Reductions in freight rates on dried 
fruit destined to Europe, which will 
benefit Northern California, but 
which, it is said, will have no effect 


in Southern california, have been | 


announced by the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company. 


The reduction on dried fruits will 
be 43 per cent of the present rate 
and will apply between California 
points and Atlantic and gulf ports 
and also via New Orleans and Gal- 
veston and thence via Southern Pa- 
cific ship lines to Atlantic ports. 
The new rates are now in effect. A 
reduction of 15 per cent on. freight 
rates on rice also was announced. No 
rice is grown in the Southland. 

The dried fruits shipped from 
Southern California are mostly apri- 
cots and peaches, but include also 
a certain quantity of prunes, raisins 
and figs. These are now shipped by 
water, and will continue to be so 
shipped, it was stated yesterday by 
W. A. Banks, manager of the North 
Ontario Packing Company. 7 

“The reduced freight rates an- 
nounced by the Southern Pacific are 
still higher than the water rates,” 
said Banks, “and I do not see that 
they will affect dried frutt  ship- 
ments from this section in any way. 
The railroad company’s action prob- 
ably was intended to capture a share 
of the shipments fromthe Santa 
Clara, San Joaquin and Sacramento 
valleys. If the company had reduced 
its rates on transcontinental dried 
fruit shipments generally, instead of 
restricting the lower tariff to prod- 
ucts for export to Europe, it would

GOVERNOR USES AX 
ONAPPROPRIATIONS 


Appropriations aggregating more 
|than $7,250,000 passed by the 44th 


Stephens, according to a _ prelimi- 
nary estimate made by State offi- 
cials, and as a result, it has been 
stated, the expenditures for the next 
year will come within $90,000,000 es- 
timated revenue for the biennium. 

Appropriations submitted for the 
Governor’s approval totaled approxi- 
mately $95,000,000, which included 
about $81,000,000 sanctioned by the 
State budget board, Elimination of 
more than $250,000 from the govern. 
mental expenses bill by the Gover- 
nor, due to his having signed the 
eight reorganization bills, and veto- 
ing of approximately $7,000,000 in 
road bills and funds asked by cer- 
tain institutions, brought the total 
of “dead” appropriations to more 
than $7,250,000. 


ANIMALS’ EYE TEST 
PROVES EXCELLENT 


The eye test for detecting tubercu- 
losis in cattle has the approval of 
the ‘scientists of the Hureau of Ani: 
mal Industry. The opthalmic, or eye 
test, is used as a check upon the 
older methods, as it happens occas- 
ionally that an animal that will not 
react to the subcutaneous injection 
or intradermal test will react to the 
eye test 

Two tuberculin tablets are placed 
in the conjunctival sac beneath the 
lower lid of the left eye, and obser- 
vations are taken at approximately 
the third hour following, and at fre- 
quent intervals up to 24 hours. Reac- 
tion to the test is indicated by dis- 
harge and swelling. 

The Bureau of Animal Industry is 
not prepared to accept the evidence 
of the eye test alone where cattle 
are intended for interstate shipment 
The test, however, furnishes an ad- 
ditional safeguard when used with 
the older method. 

The eye test is not well adapted 
for use upon range cattle, or cattle 
in transit, because of the possibility 
for dust setting up an irritation not 
related to tuberculosis. It has its 
best use on the dairy farm, where 
conditions are such a to give sure 
results. ‘ite 

The experts have ob@erved that in 
herds which are frequently tested by 
the subcutaneous method it is ad- 
visable to apply the intradermal and 
the eye test. The combined teSts 
sometimes detect reactors which 
have escaped detection by any other 
means.

‘GEMS NOT TRUE TO COLOR 


Popular Fallacy to Ascribe to Precious 
Stones Hues That May Be 
Called Definite. 





Story writers talk of the sky being 
as. blue as a sapphire, or of a wild 
beast’s eyes glowing as yellow as 
topaz, 

Most of.us are under the impression 
that we can recognize gems by their 
colors, and that certain colors belong 
definitely to certain stones. 

Quite a mistake. There is hardly a 
precious stone which is always true to 
color. Diamonds, of course, vary 
greatly. Tie famous Hope diamond 
is a real and most beautiful blue. 

Green diamon's are found, and oth- 
ers of a lovely crimson, but these are 
very rare. Black.diamonds are com 
mon enough, 

Black pearls are rarer, but are 
found, Pink pearls are-greatly prized. 
One of the finest tn existence was 
found in a fresh water mussel in the 
Mississippi river and is valued at $15,- 
OOO.

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FIGURES IN POLISH HISTORY 


Countess Potocka, of Obscure Birth, 

Became Wife of Great Nobleman 

of That Country. 

The Countess Potocka ved obscure- 
ly in the days between the first and 
second partitions of Poland. She was 
born in 1766, and was the daughter of 
a Greek shoemaker at Constantinople. 
Her extraordinary beauty and her pov- 
erty brought her to misfortune. A 
French consul named Boscamp took 
her away from Constantinople to Po 
land. There she is said to have mar- 
ried a Russian general, and later to 
have divorced him. 

Then she married Count Stanislaw 
Felix Potocka, one of the wealthiest 
noblemen of Europe, a Pole of great 
influence but slight ability, who is re 
garded as a traifor who did much to 
bring ruin to Poland. The countess 
Hved for many years in Berlin, where 
her beauty created a furore in the 
ranks of society. She died there in 
1822. 

Count Potocka was the Rockefeller 
of Poland. He owned several castles 
and enormous estates, possessing in

Establishment in Ontario during 
the Summer months of June, July 
and August of a health center and 
clinic under the supervision of Dr. 
S. P. S. Edwards, city health officer, 


and Mrs. Helen Dorsett, community 
nurse, was assured last night when 
the city council ratified the action 
of the -city board of health in ac- 
cepting an offer from Bethel Congre- 
gational Church for the use of a 
small misison building owned by the 
society at Sultana avenue and Grove 
street. It is planned to grant prac- 
ticing physicians of the city certain 
days for conducting clinics at the 
center. 

Question of the advisability of es- 
tablishing an auto camp park in the 
city occupied much of the city coun- 
cil’s time Monday evening, but no 
definite action in the matter was 
taken. Petitions protesting against 
the establishment of such a park 
at Lemon avenue and California 
street were filed by property own- 
ers in the vicinity and by members 
of Grace Methodist Episcopal Church, 
adjacent. 3 

Success of municipal farming was 
attested last night when City Service 
Manager A. E. Alford reported the 
completion of the harvest and stor- 
ing in the city barns of 15 tons of 
first-class barley hay, grown on prop- 
erty owned by the municipality ad- 
joining the city wells in East Fourth 
street. Mr. Alford persuaded the 
council to authorize the planting 
of the land last February, and the 
crop. just harvested has proven~ the 
success of the venture. The hay will 
be used to feed city teams.
